Reports received at the W ashing­ 
ton headquarters of the organization 
indicate th at at least 30,000 programs 
wer* given during the week, these 
program s consisting of sermons, lec­ 
tures, open discussions. a t meetings 
of various organtzatiodB; talks In tile 
schools, and the showing of motion 
picture films. 
This movement has nothing to do 
w ith legislation looking 
to

control or regulation of the drug traf-

The victory for the govecoment wa3 
complete. 
N ot only din 
Ye suprem e 
court cancel the Elk Hills leases, but 
it also denied to Dobeny's companies 
the nearly 112,000,000 they claimed 
to have expended in fulfillm ent of the 
contracts for which they demanded 
rejni bursem ent. 
The Doheny com panies were aw ard -1 
ed this reparation In the original fed 
erat court decision, but it was later 
denied by the U. S. court of appeals at 
San Francisco, and the suprem e court 
upheld the latter.

“A pedestrian,” it has been said, “is a motorist on foot.” 
Says the secretary of an automobile club, these same motor­ 
ist pedestrians are the “best pedestrians.” 
Y’ou can pick the 
motorists out of any crowd, he declares, because they know when 
and where to cross streets and know their rights and the auto­ 
mobile's rights. 
They don’t jaywalk, and at a crossing where 
there is a traffic signal, they wait for the green light. The “regu 
Jar pedestrian’ usually crosses anywhere it strikes his fancy, says 
this observer and disregards signals, and seems to have little 
regard either for his own safety or the driver’s rights.

No doubt it would do the ordinary pedestrian good to drive 
a car through street traffic occasionally, and develop an under­ 
standing of the other fellow’s problem.
